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DETAILED ACTION 

This is responsive to Applicant's election filed on 6/15/06. 
Applicant elects to prosecute Group II comprising claims 10 and 18. 
The election is made without traverse. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 10, 11, and 18 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: the claimed "non-etchable glass" is not clearly defined in the specification 
and in the claim of the case. It is not clear which material could be "non-etchable" 
glass. No new matter can be added in the original specification. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 10, 11, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Sink [USPAT 4,912,314]. 

In re claim 1 , Sink discloses a boule including a hollow glass tube 22 formed of 
nonOetchable glass [column 2, lines 63-65] having a plurality of flat inner surfaces [see 
column 4, lines 4-5, and column 3, lines 62-64, after heating steps, the tube 22 is 
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adhered to the fibers 24 in fig. 3, therefore, the shape of tube 22 is changed to 
hexagonal from circular]. 

In re claim 2, Sink shows a plurality of optical fibers 10 having a cladding layer 
formed of a non-etchable material and a core formed of etchable material [see abstract], 
and a plurality of support rods 24 formed of non-etchable material [column3, line 22]. 

In re claims 8 and 10, Sink shows at column 3, lines 62-64 that the fibers, rods 
and packing tube are fused together. 

In re claims 1 1 and 12, the method steps are inherently shown by Sink's 
reference.
